To Sehool For Youngsters 


We don’t like to mention this, 
boys and girls—but it looks like 
there’s no escaping it: 

School opens again next Wed- 
nesday, September 5, for the fall 
and winter term, so you may as 
well be ready to respond to the 
bell and take up your studies 
where you dropped them in June. 

Afterall, it won’t be the same .as 
last year; there’ll be a lot of new 
and interesting things to learn 
about, and there will be many 
new boys and girls in the classes. 
And at the Ridge Point schools 
there will be a number of new 
rooms which were built during the 
summer vacation. 

Much of the first day will be 
jevoted to registration and getting 
settled, meeting your teachers, and 
finding out just what you are go- 
ing to study during the year. 

School officials have asked us 
1o again remind parents of chil- 
jien who will enter school for the 
first time that it will be necessary 
for them to be registered on op- 
ening day. To avoid delays and 
any possible midunderstandings, 
parents of these children should 
accompany them and see to the 
registration. 

The school at Lathrop and 
Wheeler in the Candlestick Cove 
project, and the three schools in 
the Ridge Point area are for chil- 
dren from kindergarten through 
high sixth grade. 

To be eligible for entrance in 
isindergarten, a child must have 
been born on or before December 
1, 1940. To be eligible for first 
grade entrance the child must 
have been born on or before De- 
ember 1, 1939. 

School officials say it -is advis- 
able for parents to bring the child’s 
birth certificate or other form of 
record to verify date of birth. 


Gookin Trial Set 
For September 21 


Kenneth A. Gookin, 32, formerly 
of 208 West Point Road, Middle 
Point, has pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of stealing radar and radio 
equipment from Hunter’s Point 
Naval” Drydocks where he had 
been employed as a civilian tech- 
nician. 


September 21 has been set as 
the date for his Heal by a Wed- 
eral Jury. 

Gookin’s arrest and indictment 
by a Federal Grand Jury after 
investigation by the FBI was an- 
nounced July 25. He was held in 
lieu of $2500 bail. 

Approximately $2200 in radar 
and radio equipment which Fed- 
eral investigators said Gookin 
removed from the Navy Yard was 
recovered. Part of it, the officers 
said, was found at the home of 
a friend of the accused mian in 
Wakeside, San Diego County.

The record released by the Navy 
shows that in less ~ 
‘than a year after Pearl Harbor the 


construction, conversion and ac- 
quisition—by 12,000 vessels, and in 
July, 1943, had a total of 20,111 — 
ships of all kinds. 

Thus we were able to go on to 
Jand fighting men jin Africa in 
the war against the Nazis. In No- — 


launching an attack against the 
island fortress of Tarawa in the 
Pacific, and at the same time ~ 
supplying and building up our 
European forces. Now we had 
some 29,662 vessels—which was in- 
creased to 32,179 in December — 
when the amphibious attacks upon 
the island of New Britain began 
in the Pacific. ‘ 

Then came the invasion of Nor- 
mandy in June, 1944, when our 
strength had gftown to 51,000 ves- — 
sels—and Saipan in the Pacific, 
by which time we had added 587 
more ships. 

As more and more battles and 
landings were effected, our fleet 
kept growing—total Naval strength 
at the time of our attack on Luzon 
was 73,862 vessels, enabling the at-

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EDITORIAL 


One of the most exasperating 
and bewildering things about us, 
from the Nazi and Japanese point 
of view, has been our quiet con- 
fidence in the ultimate triumph 
of our cause. Even in the darkest 
days following Pearl Harbor, when 
our pride was wounded and our 
hopes dashed by news reports from 
every fighting front, we never 
doubted that in the end we should 
beat back the foe and win peace 
and freedom. 

Paradoxically it was this assump- 
tion of victory “as a matter of 
course,’ that made us an easy 
prey to those alternating periods 
of optimism and gloom that have 
marked our. spiritual progress 
since Pearl Harbor. Because we 
knew in our hearts that we should 
eventually win we found it hard

‘We Americans are like that.! 
We can endure great disaster with| 
fortitude, if not with patience, but 
we are irritated and even oppress- 
ed with comparatively minor frus- 
trations. We bear with dignity and 
some humility our role as_ the 
greatest, most powerful nation 
under heaven—but we exaggerate 
minor advances into. decisive vic- 
tories and behave like Sinatra 
fans when Fortune smiles but 
faintly on our cause. 


Disasters on Every Side 

And so it was until the end of 
World War II. 

During the first year—the “year 
of hope deferred,’ we found spir- 
~itual solace and support in the 
sheer magnitude of the disasters 
which encompassed us. 

At Pearl Harbor, 8 battleships, 
10 other war ships, a floating dry- 
dock and some 250 planes were 
either destroyed or _ hopelessly 
damaged. By January 1942, Guam, 
Wake Island, Hong Kong, North 
Borneo were in Japanese hands. 
In February, Singapore fell; in 
May, Burma. New Britain Island, 
the Dutch East Indies were at- 
tacked and for the most part sub- 
dued. On April 9, 1942, 38,000 gal- 
lant survivors of Bataan finally 
surrendered—a month -later 11,000 
more “starving, wounded and dis- 
eased” defenders of Corregidor 
gave up. In June, Japanese troops 
landed in Attu and Kiska at the, 
back door of Alaska and _ the 
American continent. 

Supply Lines Menaced 

Meanwhile in Hurope, the Nazi 
armies pushed on to the very gates 
of Leningrad and Moscow, having 
seized control of a large part of 
the Ukraine and the industrial 
areas of the lower Volga. In North 
Africa Rommel was only 70 miles 
from Alexandria and the Suez 
Canal. Nor was this all. Our crip- 
pled Navy and infant Merchant 
Marine were trying desperately to 
maintain supply lines in seven 
seas against the combined sub- 
marines of Italy, Japan and Ger- 
many. Hunting in packs, the U- 
Boats. sank our merchantmen 
faster than we could build them 
and often within sight of our own 
shores. 


The Earliest Victories 


This catalogue of catastrophe 
was not unrelieved. Our tired spir- 
its Soared as items of good news 
began to trickle in. The five-day 
battle in the Coral Sea in May, the 
victory of Midway in June, the 
occupation of Guadalcanal in Aug- 
ust, the incredible victory off Savo 


Island in’ November—thielped toa 
erase the. tearful memories of 
Pearl Harbor, Bataan, Corregidor 
and Wake. —

But during these tragic months 
we were sustained less by good 


news than by a burning resent- 


ment against our enemies, by the 
knowledge that our cause was 
just, and a firm faith in the even- 
tual outcome. This faith was for- 
tified by the further faith that 
“God helps those who help them- 
selves.” And we “turned to” and 
made America what the President 
had said it must be—the Arsenal 
of Democracy. 


Mobilized for Total War 

We laid the foundations for the 
greatest mobilization of. national 
economic and military resources in 
the history of the world—and we 
built well and strong on _ those 
foundations. 

The Long Road Back 

On the fighting fronts too, the 
tide was turning in our favor. The 
heroic defense of Stalingrad in 
1942 marked the end of German 
progress on the Eastern front. By 
November 1943, 587,000 square 
miles had been retrieved from 
the Nazis. In October 1942, Rom- 
mel began his one-way trip out

of Africa. In May 1948, under the 
pounding of Eisenhower and Mont- 
gomery, the German army in Af- 
tica was destroyed. 


We moved into Sicily in July 
and that same month Mussolini, 
the guy who started it all, was 
tossed to the Nazi wolves. 

In the Pacific, the Japs were 
driven back from Port Moresby— 

And so—step by step and island 
by island we began the amphibi- 
ous march back to the Philippines, 
and to Japan itself. 

Meanwhile the Aleutians were 
freed and all the while the Amer- 
ican Air Force and the RAF. 
were breaking the back of the 
Luftwaffe—and for all practical 
purposes the continental air was 
ours. :

The Beacon is Two | 
Years Old Today 


It was two years ago today that 
the Beacon said “Hello” to Hun- 
ter’s Point—rather to a very small 
part of the Hunter's Point we 
know now—for then there were 
but 500 families—living at Middle 
Point and a few hundred men at 
the Navy Point Dormitories, 

Candlestick Cove, Double Rock 
and Ridge Point were in early 
stages of construction. 

On that first day we said, “We 


‘have called our newspaper ‘Bea- 


con’—perhaps because that was 
the Point’s first name, given to it 
by the early Spanish settlers. 
They called it ‘La Punta Avisadero’ 
—their way-of saying Beacon 
Point. It is more likely, however, 


that the name came to our minds 


because of the job we want our 
newspaper to do—and that job is 
to light us on our way towards 
becoming informed and therefore, 
happier Hunter’s Pointers.” We 
ended that first editorial with “Be 
seeing you”—and we have visited 
you 52 times today. We hope to 
continue coming to call, to bring 
you the news around the Point 
and the “goings on” of Pointers. 

Today the Beacon visits 9200 
families, and single men at Middle 
Candlestick Cove, Double 
Rok, Ridge Point, Wisconsin War 
Dwellings, South Basin Oakdale, 
Navy Point Harbor Slope and 
South Gate—quite a “growing up” 
for two short but memorable years. 


Urgent Need For 
Whole Type 
“0” Blood 


Yes, the war is over—but you 
may still save the life of a wound- 
ed American. somewhere in the 
Pacific with a pint of your blood. 
Colonel Charles Quigley, director 
of the Red Cross Blood Donor 
Center, said today that the need 
for whole Type O blood is most 
urgent. 

“Men now under treatment in 
hospitals at Guam and other points 
in the Pacific,’ the Colonel said, 
“are greatly in need of whole 
blood to gain strength for opera~ 
tions necessary to restore them to 
complete health. * 

“These men made great sacri- 
fices for us on the battlefields 
and aboard the ships of the fleet 
—we should be more than happy 
to repay them by furnishing all 
of the Type O blood needed tv 
nake everyone of them well again.” 

Persons of known Type O (or 
Group 4) blood should make an 
early appointment to donate by 
calling GRaystone 9373. Those 
who have never donated blood 
and do .not know their blood type 
may make an appointment, too, 
and will be typed at the Blood 
Donor Center, 2415 Jones street.

By May of this year, when we 
stormed Okinawa, the Navy had 
built, converted and acquired het- 
ter than 100,000 vessels. 

Thus, it is clear that the ordi- 
nary overhaul and repair work on 
this number of ships would alone 
be plenty to keep thousands of 
men- busy all the time; add to 
this normal load the battle dam- 
age which we know our fleet suf- 
fered and you have a picture of 
what must be done in the months 

Admiral M.S; Tisdale, Com- 
mandant, Mare Island Navy Yard, 
explains the need in a short state- 
ment: “Thousands of units of the 
mighty Pacific Fleet have been 
staying at the battle front despite 
urgently needed repairs. Many 
warships have cruised thousands 


of miles beyond their normal over- 


haul dates. 

“In the coming years it will be 
our job to see that the ships of 
the United States Navy which will 
enforce the peace are in top shape 
and that those which gre laid up 
in various harbors in this country 
will be so prepared that they may 
be in instant readiness to rejoin 
the Fleet should war ever come to 
this country again—which God for- 
bid.” 

As our position on the Japanese 
homeland is secured, and positions 
fortifying and supporting our task 
of enforcing the peace are further 
strengthened, Hunter’s Point will 
begin to feel the pressure of this 
new workload, and every man em- 
ployed there should then fully re- 
alize his responsibility for contin- 
uing on the job and finishing the 
job. 


Red Cross Extend 
Hospital Services 


For some vets of the Pacific the 
war may well be over, but for 
others the fight is just now be- 
ginning—first in a base hospital, 
then through a long convalescent 
period at a military institution. 

To help speed their recovery, 
Red Cross officials today announc- 
ed positions for trained: and un- 
trained hospital aides to supple- 
ment medical staff services with 
the little “extras” that total a big 
difference during their convales- 
cence. 


More than 3,000 women are 
needed to fill Red Cross staff posts 
overseas -and at military hospital 
installations throughout the coun- 
try. Hligible to appointment are 
women in good physical health, 
high school graduates with some 
college training or working exper- 
ience, between 25 and 45 years of 
age. ibe 

To accommodate business wo- 
men interested in the appointment, 
enlistment offices will be staffed 
from 12 M. to 7 P.M. each week 
day, Monday through Saturday, at 
Red Cross offices, 461 Post Street. 
Offices will be maintained thru- 
out the month, Preliminary inter- 
view will be made at the special 


recruitment office prior to refer- 


ral to Pacific area personnel of- 
fices»in the Civic Auditorium. 


Modern Materials 


Cloth woven of -gilass_ fiber 
yarns, coated with synthetic rub- 
ber of resin has been selected for 
curtains, sidewalls and ends of 
newly developed airplane hangars 
at American bases in the Pacific.

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Motor Vehicle Law 


Changes Reported 


Manslaughter resulting from op- 
eration of a motor vehicle was 
made a new crime by the 1945 
session of the Legislature through 
amendment of the manslaughter 
sections of the Penal Code. The 
new law, the language of which 
is very broad, sets up both mis- 
demeanor and felony sections, and 
under the -felony provision, the 
jury is given the right to recom- 
mend whether punishment shall 
be by imprisonment in the. county 
jail “or in the State penitentiary. 

An analysis of this new law, to- 
gether with scores of amendments 
to the Vehicle Code, approved by 
Governor Warren is contained in 
a summary issued today by the 
Legislative Bureau of the Califor- 
nia State Automobile Association. 
All measures except those carry- 
ing an emergency. clause, become 
effective on September 15. 

First offenders, convicted. of 
drunk driving, will have their li- 
censes suspended for a thirty-day 


period, under mandatory provisions — 


amended into the Motor Vehicle 
Code. A second conviction will 
carry a suspension for a ninety- 


day period, and thereafter, “proof. 
of ability to respond in damages” ~ 


will be required before the driving 
licenses can be restored. No more 
probationary licenses will be issued 
to persons convicted of drunk 
driving. 

The law was also amended to 
increase from ten to sixty days 
the period during which a driver 
whose license has been suspended 
or cancelled for cause may demand 
a ‘hearing before the Director of 
the Department of Motor Vehicles. 

Use of lamps or signal devices 
on any vehicle to indicate an in- 
tention to turn either to the right 
or left is permitted through anoth- 
er amendment authorizing. the 
Department of Motor Vehicles to 
determine the engineering require- 
ments of such a device. 

The law limiting the placing 
of windshield stickers to a seven- 
inch square on the lower right- 
hand corner of the windshield was 
amended so as to permit the plac- 
ing of stickers also on the side 
windows to the rear of the driver, 
and so- placed as not to interfere 
with the driver’s view of approach- 
ing traffic, to avoid so many stick- 
ers on the front windshield.

Extra Services 


While millions of dollars went 
into the building and fitting out 
of Hunter’s Point homes, the littie 
extra comforts, conveniences and 
services were not being forgotten. 
As rapidly as possible under the 
housing alone, the Housing Au- 
thority provided other things for 
these new San Francisco residents. 

Schools were needed: Four public 
schools were provided, staffed by 
the San Francisco Department of 
Education. 

Places were needed for children 
of working parents: Three nur- 
sery schools and two day care cen- 
ters were made ready by the Au- 
thority and staffed by the Depart- 
ment of Education. 

Recreation centers were an im- 
portant need: Seven recreation cen- 
ters which serve approximately 40,- 
000 persons each month have been 
provided and are staffed by the 
San Francisco Department of Rec- 
reation. : 

A Health Center has been prov- 
ided, and five well baby clinics 


are operated by the San Francisco 


Department of Public Health on 
the projects, and approximately 860 
babies are examined each month— 
an important step toward main- 
tenance of a high health standard. 
There is an infirmary with 18 
beds, built by the Housing Authori- 
ty and operated by the U.S. Public 
Health Service for Hunter’s Point 
workers and their families. 
Shopping was a big problem for 
residents at the Point: A commer- 
cial Center was established and 
contains a complete food market, a/| 
department store, shoe repair shop, 
cleaning and laundry establish- 
ment, barber shop and drug store. 
Two cafeterias were opened, along 
with a coffee shop, lunch counter 
and soft drink club with lounge 
and game room. 
Latest addition to the facilities 


“is a modern motion picture theater. 


Other conveniences include serv- 
ices offered by the American Redd 
Cross, American Womens Volun- 
tary Services, Community Chest 
and others. 

Religious needs were not forgot- 
ten in the. rush, either. Interdeno- 
minational services are held in the 
community buildings on the pro- 
jects each Sunday, with many mid- 
week services and social events, 
and at present a new church is 
under construction at Ridge Point. 

A beautiful Mission style church 
for those of the Catholic faith is 
located close to the Naval reserva- 
tion itself, and is attended by many 
hundreds of project residents.
